G.8.R. 359. — 1)1 exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by malcea the following rules regulating the method of I'ccniit- 
ment to the post of Senior Physician (Homoeopathy) in the 
Central Government Health Scheme, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may 
be caHed the Central Government Health Scheme, Senior 
Physician (Homoeopathy) Recruitinent Rules, 1980, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — ^The 
number of the said post its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in coUinms 2 to 4 
of the &hcdulc annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitmcnl, age limit, qualifications, etc. — 
The method of recruitment, age limit, quaUfleations and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 18 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


4. Disqualification. — No person;— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having .a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointmc.nt to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — ^Wherc the Central Governmyit is 
of opinion that! it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order^ for reasons to b© recorded in writing and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affecti reservations 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government) from time to time in 
this regard.

— The following draft of rules further to 
amend the Prevention of Food Aduiferation Rules, 1955, which 
tho Central Governmect proposes to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred hv sub-section ( 1 ) of the section 23 of the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 {.17 of 1954), 

after consultation with the Central Committee for Food 
Standards, is hereby published, as required by sub-section (1) 
of the said section 23 for the information of all persons likely 
to be affected thereby ; and notice is hereby given that tho 
said draft rules will bo taken into con.sideration after the ex- 
piry of 45 days from the date on which the copies of the 
Gazette of India in which this notification is published are 
available to the public. 

Any objection or sugge^ion which may be received from any 
person with respect to the said draft rules before tho expiry of 
the period so specified, will be considered by the Central 
Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may he called the Pieveniion of Food Adul- 
teration (Amendment) Rules, 1980, 

2. These rules shall come into force on the date of their 
publication except sub-rule (1) and /i2) of rule 3 which shall 
come into force after the expiry of six months from the publi- 
cation of this notification in the official gazette. 

3. In Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 (herein- 
after referred to as said rules), — 

(1) After ntlc 37A Of the said rules, the following rule 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

“37-B,— I.abelling of non-alcoholic beverages ifcarbonafcd 
water).- — ^Non-alcoholic beverages (carbonated water) 
not containing cola nuts extractives but containing 
caramel and caffelna and resembling cola beverages 
shall be labelled as “cola type beverages”. 

(2) After rule 48-B of the said rules the following rule 
shall be inserted, namely ; — 

"48-r — .Sale of non-alcoholic bever.a^cs (carbonated water) 
not containing cola nut cxtractive.s,— No person shall 
sell, store or distribute oi- manufacture for sale a 


carbonated water under a de.scriplive name carrying 
the word “cola” as a suffix or as a prefix cither in 
advertisements or labels or otherwise, in which cola 
nut e.xtractivcs has not been added.” 

(3) In rule 50 of the .said rule.s, after sub-rule (12), the 
following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely 

“12-A. Every manufacturer of cola beverages shall main- 
tain an account of cola nuts, their extractives or 
preparation.s, purchased and utilised and shall nresent 
the same for inspection, whencvei- required to do so 
by the licensing authority or food in.spector or Ixjcal 
(Health) Authority or Food (Health) Authority." 

(4) In Appendix B to the .said rules, after item A. 01 ,01, 
the lollowing items sh.all be inserted, namely : — 

(a) “A, 01,01.01 Cola beveiage means caibonacd water 
which, in addition to the ingredieisfs permitted under 
item A. 01. 01 shall contain cola nut extractives. 

(b) A-Ol. 01, 02-Cola type beverage mc.ins cnrbnnuted 

water as defined in item A. 01. 01 and to which no 
cola nut exfractivc.s has been added but which con- 
tains caffeine anj caramel thus resembling cola 
beverages."

G.S.K. 371. — ^In exercise of Ihe powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Notification of the Governincnt of India in the Ministry 
of Tourism and Civil Aviation (previous rules on the subject, 
published vide this Ministry) No. RS, 25-N(68)/65, dated the 
10th December, 1968, and No, RS.

4. Method of recruitment, age-limit & other qualification.— . 
The method of recruitment to the said poats, age-limits quali- 
fications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 


4A. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(aj who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there arc other grounds for so domg, exempt any 
person fron> the operation of this rule. 

5, Power to relax. — Where the Central Government i» of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by Order, for reasons to be recorded m writing and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or 
category of person or posts. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shal] effect reservation* 
rela.xatlon of age limits and other concenrions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Casic.s. the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Cntral Govrnment from time to time in 
this regard.

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. — 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified In 
columns 3 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications. — No person, 
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(a) who has entered into or contracted a njarriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 


5. Power to relax. — ^Where the Central Government is of
